still Charges Witte will. Attempted
Murder.

Philadelphia, Dec. 13..Herbert
Mason Clapp, a wealthy clubman, who
was -hot during a scuffle with his wile,
a former manicurist, is today persistent
in pressing charges of intent to kill
against her. It developed today, that
in the event of his recovery, ho is him¬
self to be arrested on a similar charge
when lie leaves the hospital. A guard
is to be placed over him, and as soon
us lie is able, he will be arraigued and
accused of attacking and attempting to
kill Ilis wife. The charges will be
based upon the story told by Mrs.
Clapp, in which she alleges that her
husband tried to shoot her.

Clapp's condition was improved to-
dav. and although in higher spirits, he
Mill harbors the hatred against-his
wife which marked his demeanor yosr
terday. The police, who are very
much impressed with Mrs. Clapp s

story that the shooting was accidental,
and occurred while she wa3 trying to
prevent him from turning the revolver
upon her, did their utmost to shake
the husband's story of- premediated
assault, but were unable to do so. The
man appears to harbor intense malice
against the former manicuiist.

In the meantime Mrs. Clapp is at
liberty under S-,500 bail at the home
of her father. Both her father and
mother declare their full confidence in
their daughter's innocence. '

WIFE CONFESSES.
Philadelphia, Dec. 13..Mrs. Mane

Lakjer Clapp, wife of Herbert Mason
Clapp, the wealthy clubman now in ot.
Jostphs' Hospital with a bullet wound
in Irs r.ick confessed to the police that
shn deliberately shot her husband to
protect herself. Her signed confession
is now in the hands of the authorities.

Ilcr statement sets aside the first
version of the woman, in which she is
alleged to have declared that the shoo .

ing was accidental, and that Clapp was
sbot while th; two were struggling for
possession of the revolver.
The confession bears out the account

of the shoo'.ing told by Clapp upon his
cot iu the hospital .yesterday in tho
prescuco of his wife.
Mrs. Clapp says: I shot him be

fore I thought. I didn't intend to kill
the man; I only wantod to fix him so
that lie couldn't hurt me."
Tho wife further states that her bus

band had upbraided her for wearing ft
losse tea gown in public, and lator
struck her.' She further states that sho
took the revolver from him when bo
threatened to shoot her.
